ALBANY, March 22:—A bill provid- 
ing for county local option in en- 
forcement of the prohibition law was 
introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator B. Roger Wales of Broome, 
leader of the dry forces in the upper 
branch o: the Legislature. Introduc- 
tion of the bill followed a conference 
of the Republican Senators, where it 
Was unanimously endorsed as a party 
measure. 

Statements made by ‘Republican 
Chiefs. of the Legislature ‘lead ‘to 
the understanding at the Capitol to- 
night that the county. local: option 
bill is to be pressed only in the event 
that the State-wide prohibition en- 
forcement bill sponsored, by Assem- 
blyman Edmund B. Jenks should fail 

of , as Now appears ‘probable. 
In that‘event:the Wales bill seems 
assured of swift approval by the Sen- 
ate, but Speaker Joseph A. McGin- 
nies of the Assembly madé it’ clear 
today that he continues unfriendly 
to the measure, which would indicate 
less smooth sailing for the bill when 
and if it reaches the lower house, 

At this writing, however, it is .he 
consensus among Republicans at the 
Capitol that the same influences that 
proved potential enough to drive the 
Senators into line will ultimately as- 
gert themselves in the Assembly and 
prepare the way for concurrent ac- 
tion in that branch of the Legisla- 
ture. 

- \ Hoover’s Criticism Recalled. 
“While nothing has been said. here 
today’ in so many words to indicate 
that President Hoover has asserted 
himself. directly in this matter in his 
capacity of leader of the Republican 
party in the nation, reading of the 
bill leaves no doubt that the measure 
has been. drafted with a. view, to 
meeting the criticism, voiced by the 
President in his inaugural address, 
against States which failed to exer- 
cise their concurrent power under thé 
concurrent clause of the Eighteenth 
Amendment for the enforcement of 
prohibition. 

‘This very thing is written into the 
opening section of the bill, which 
came to the Capitol two days ago 
with the strong endorsement of H. 
Edmund Machold, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee and 
chief dispenser of Federal patronage 
in this State under the Hoover Ad- 
ministration. 

The bill. is. in every essential re- 
spect a replica of a dry law now in 
force in California, President Hoo- 
ver’s home State. The only vital 
distinction between the two propo- 
sals-is that the California statute is 
of State-wide ————— while if the 
bill introduced here today should be- 
come law. its —— would be 
subject to a referendum within the 
counties instead of a State-wide 
referendum.

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GOVERNOR DEMANDS 
VOTE ON SARATOGA 


to Provide Board to Plan 
Developing of Springs. 


URGES MEDICAL EXPERTS 


Roosevelt Asks for “Careful Super- 
vision” —Senate Leader Knight 
Indicates Possible Action.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 22.—The 
failure of the Legislature to take ac- 
tion on a project which ‘has been 
hanging fire throughout the session 
to develop Saratoga Springs as a 
health resort brought from Governor 
Roosevelt today a final demand that 
a commission be created to prepare 
@ comprehensive plan. 

In a special message to the Legis- 
lature, he recalled that he had urged 
development of Saratoga Springs in 
his opening address to the Legisla- 
ture and that he had included in his 
executive budget an item to cover 
the expenses of a commission of ex- 
perts but that the legislative leaders 
had ‘eliminated it. 

“I do not think it was your inten- 
tion to forego further discussion on 
this project,’’, the Governor said. to- 
day, ‘‘and for that’ reason I am 
again .communicating with you on 
this subject.’’ 

He advised that the development 
plan be drawn ‘under far more care- 
ful medical supervision’ than has 
been our past’ policy.” 

In the upper House, Senator John 
Knight, majority leader received the 
executive message with the comment 
that the creation of a commission 
was a prerogative of the Legislature 
but made it plain that the Saratoga 


proposal was not to be considered 
precluded.

Jersey Reports 1928 Rate Lowest in 
50 Years——Canécer Deaths Up.

TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—Ac- 
cording to statistics made public to- 


day by the State Department of 
Health, New Jersey’s death rate 
from tuberculosis in’ 1928 was the 
lowest in fifty years, while the death 
rate from — —* the highest 
ever recorded in the State.’

itants, compared with 1927. 

There were 70,200 births reported, 
a decrease of about 2,800 from the 
1927 total.

Glory for Easter Hero. 


AINTREE, England, March 22 (4). 
The gold and glory of the ninetieth 
Grand National went to an unknown 
horse named Gregalach at odds of 
100 to 1, today, but steeplechasing 
honors of the famous race ‘rested 
largely with the American-owned 
favorite, Easter Hero, which made 
the running over the greater part of 
the cruel four and one-half-mile 
course. Easter Hero carried top 
weight of 175 pounds, but still took 
hedges, ditches .and water jumps, all 
in magnificent style. 

A trace of weariness and a little 
ill luck deprived J. H. Whitney’s en- 
try of victory. Finishing six Schatten 
behind the winner, Easter Hero cap- 
tured second Grand National honors 
for his American owner. Not a sin- 
gle other American-sponsored jumper 
was among the finishers: J. Maloney 
rode Easter Hero. The much-fancied 
Billy Barton, born in old Kentuck 
and ggg: core as a son by Maryland, 
found trouble at the nine eenth 
hurdle, where he plunged into a 
ditch, unseated his rider, T. Cullinan, 
and put himself out of the running 
for good. Billy Barton made.an ex- 
cellent getaway and put on a spurt 
which. gave him a lead of three 
lengths over the most difficult jum 
on _ the first circuit, only to come 
grief at the fateful nineteenth. 

Although ... Americans, ... sprinkled 
through the great grand stands and 
enclosures, ‘were keenly disappointed

Secondly, it is 
only.when there is deemed to be 
a necessity therefor that amend- 
ments are to be'proposed, the rea- 
sonable implication’ being that, 
when proposed, they are to be con- 
sidered and disposed of presently. 
Thirdly, as: ratification is but: the 
expression of .the. approbation. of 
the people and is to be effective 
when had in three-fourths of the 
States, there is a fair implication 
that: it must be sufficiently con- 
temporaneous in. that number of 
States to reflect the will of the 
people in all sections at relatively 
the same period. 

Of the power of Congress, keep- 
ing within reasonable limits, to fix 
‘a definite period for. the ratifica-.

so fast as it was twenty-eight years 
ago. In an address recently at Dar- 
lington, England, ‘where’ Locomo⸗ 
tive No: 1” first) ran on a «public 
railway in 1827, -Sir. RALPH WeEDG- 
WOOD, manager of the London & 
North-Eastern, stated that in the 
speed and frequency of its passenger 
train services: Great Britain ° still 
leads the world: He was speaking of 
regular services and did not have in 
mind isolated. runs, in which the 
United States specializes on occasion, 
', Sir RALPH. has kept records in 
both countries for thirty years. But 
they have to do with a fixed number, 
of selected services—twenty, in. fact 
—in length from 30 to 450 ‘miles, of 
which he strikes an average. His 
figures show that in 1900 the Brit- 
ish speed averaged 42.5 Miles, an 
hour and the American exactly 40. 
Last year the British average had 
declined to 41.9 miles an hour and 
the American had risen to 41.3. The 
Americans, he is inclined to think, 
will overtake the British. France is 
not far behind in average speed; 
40.8 miles an hour. Germany's rate 
is 36.6 miles. 

Sir RALPH WeEDGWOOD’s explana- 
tion of slower express trains in Great 
Britain is that the weight of trains 
is greater and the motive: power of 
locomotives"hasynot increased pro- 
portionately. There is another factor 
to be considered—economy of opera- 
tion sitice the World War. On com- 
paratively. short runs, 100 miles or 
less,, the American passenger: trains 
are speedier, he admits. Theré’may 
be a disposition to challenge the 
British figures about speed on Amer- 
ican railroads. We can point to 
some very fast runs. As long ago 
as September, 1895, “a. New York 
Central “flier” .made the distance 
of 148 miles between Albany and 
Syracuse in| 2 hours and 10 min- 


‘utes. In 1011 a special train carried 


J. P. MorGAN from Washington to 
New York at the rate of 57.8 miles 
an hour. Mrs. Cyrus H. MCCoRMICK, 
on June 28-29, 1926, traveled from 
New York to Chicago in 16 hours 55 
minutes. The continent has been 
crossed in 61 hours 49 minutes. But 
these are special cases, which do not 
really affect the British manager’s 
conclusions, Eighty years ago a 
train on the Great Western Railway 
made @ run of 53.25 ‘miles. -at the. 
rate of 68 miles an hour. - But in 
regular services, whatever the’ dis- 
tance, safety comes first.

Renewed discussion of the prob- 
lem of old-age dependency is based 
on the steady growth in the num- 
ber of elderly people.

four long years of war and only 
seven days before the armistice was 
signed. .

Drastic Enforcement’ will Not Avoid 
Consequences of a Bad Law. » 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial of yesterday on the |’ 
Jones law, speaking of the offer of 
a group of prominent Jawyers.to de- 
fendpergons th zed with its bru- 
talitiés, you say that’it is “‘one more 
proof that when lawmakers rush into 
tyrannical excesses, lawyers. will be 
found to stand up for the liberties of 
free men.”’ ~~ 


In connection’ with the action of 
these lawyers, it. is most appropriate 
to recall what was said; more than 
twenty. years jago, about, laws like 
the Jones law by a man who was ac- 
knowledged the foremost lawyer of 
the New York bar,-and honored as 
one of the finest exemplars of Amer- 
ican: citizenship... James C. Carter, in 
his. book on ‘‘Law, .Its Origin, 
Growth and Function,’’ published in 
1907,. said: 


‘When a law is made declaring 
conduct widely practiced and widely 
regarded as innocent. to be a crime, 
the evil consequences which arise 
upon attenipts to enforce it are apt 
to be viewed as the consequences of 
the: forbidden practice, and not of 
the attempt to suppress it; and it is 
believed that the true method of 
avoiding, or doing away with, these 
consequences is to press the efforts 
at enforcement with increased en- 
ergy.. But when a mistake has been 
made, its consequences ‘cannot be 
avoided by a more vigorous persis- 
tence in it.’’ 


What we are witnessing in- the mat- 
ter of national prohibition is no new 
phenomenon; though in degree it 
goes: beyond all previous record, it 
is in'kind the most familiar of juris-

the case of the proposed new stock is 
sue by: the United. States Steel. Cor- 
poration. ‘All of these items are’ in 
brokers’ loans, but*they are not spec- 
ulative in character.. The intelligent 
student of economics. does not von- 
demn a :policy. until, he knows some- 
thing about all of its aspects. _ 

‘Recently in Trenton an old-estab- 
lished business issued a million dol- 
lars’. worth of bonds to modernize 
their plant. That, went into brokers’ 
loans. but it wasn’t speculative, it 
was legitimate. 

No court. of evidence in this land 
would accept. the aggregate of bro- 
kers’ loans as competent testimony 
against speculation until they know 
something about the use, as .Con- 
gressman MacF adden said, ‘‘to which 
the brokers’ loans were put.”

Move—-Mager’s Borough Hall 
Desk Was Assailed. 


“CABINET” SHAKEUP DENIED 


Court Rejects Demurrer to Bribery 
Charge Against Paino—Klan 
Ousts Styles. 


James A. Higgins, Commissioner of | 


Accounts, abruptly swung his inves- 
tigation of Queens borough «ffairs 
from the past to the present by) is- 
suing a subpoena yesterday direct- 
ing-a supporter of Borough Presi- 
dent George U. Harvey to appear 
this morning for questioning. 

The move prompied reports that 
the Commissioner planned to ex- 
amine into.the two months’ h.story 
of the Harve; administration, hav- 
ing delved into the chronicles of pre- 
vious régimes. Queens officials de- 
nied this. Mr. Higgins would not 
comment. 

“I do not wish to say anything,” 
he said late yert2rcay, ‘“‘but I have 
subpoenaed. Martin Mager and he. 
will apear at this office in the morn- 
ing. ‘The examination will not be 
a public. one.’ 

Mr. Mager, an independent Demo- 
‘crat, was formerly Queens County 
Clerk. He was_active in the cam- 
paign. for’.Mr. Harvey and up to a 
week ago he had'a. desk in the Bor- 


ough Hall, although he held no of- 
ficial post. 
' Brieger Attacked Mager. 

Attention:.was centred on him by 
Fritz Brieger,. Superintendent of 
Street: Cleaning in’ ‘Queens. who, it 
was reported, demanded that Mager 
be asked ‘to ¥Yacate his desk in. the 
Borough. Hall. Soon after Mager 
gayesup ‘the desk and announced 
that he planned'to open headquarters 
in Jamaica.. He said that he would 
organize. Harvey boomers to work 
for a Mayoralty nomination for the 
Borough President in the Fall. 

A few days ago Mr. Brieger, it wa: 
reported, demanded-that Mr. Harvey 
ask for the resignation of two mem- 
bers of his personal ‘‘cabinet.’’ Mr. 
Brieger yesterday refused to deny vi 
affirm the statement that he had 
done so or that. hé «had sought .to 
oust Mager.: Reports were circulated 
that Mager had’ sought favors for his 
personal following, especially in the 
hiring of trucks to remove snow. 

Mr. Harvev was absent yesterday 
in Albany.

County Judge Adel refused yester- 
day to entertain a demurrer to the 
indictment against Angelo Paino, 
Queens contactor, charged with 
bribery The contractor’s attorney, 
formcr Judge Robert S. Johnstone, 
argued that the only overt act men- 
tioned in the indictment had been 
committed in Connecticut and that 
the State had no jurisdiction. He 
also contendéd that Borough Pres- 
ident Harvey, at the time of the al- 
leged bribery, had not become Bor- 
ough President 

Judge Adel granted the request of 
Assistant District Attorney Froessel 
for a ‘‘blue ribbon’’ panel of tales- 
men for the Paino trial, which begins 
on April 8. Paino will appear next 
Tuesday in County Court to replead 
to the indictment, his first answer 
of not guilty having nutomatically 
been withdrawn by the filing of the 
demurrer. 

The indictment against him arose 
out of the bribery trial of Frank 
Berg and Albert Levin, convicted of 
offering a $10,000. bill to Harvey on 
the eve of his induction as Borough 
President. Paino admitted at the 
trial that he had given $10,000 to 
Berg, but insisted that it had been 
a campaign gift.

HARVEY IN ALBANY 
TO FIGHT CITY BILLS 


He. Tells Republican - Leaders. 
Watker Measures Would Widen. 
524 Tammany Rule 











He Gets’ Respectful Hearing on 
Sanitation,. City Planning and 
Multiple Dwellings Measures. 


Specia: to The New York Times: 

ALBANY, March . 22.— Borough 
President Harvey of Queens; . sup- 
ported. by Nassau Republicans :-who 
accompanied him, 
upon the legislative leaders today in 
a last-minute effort to smash New 
York City legislation which he con- 
sidered inimical to the interests 
not only of Queens but of Republi- 
cans and independent citizens gen- 
erally throughout the city. 

The result of his personal plea ‘to 
Senate Leader John Knight was im- 
mediately apparent in - indications 
that the Sanitation Department bill, 
sponsored by Mayor Walker and Con- 
troller Berry, was doomed to the 
scrap-heap. 

Amendments also ——— to be 
in order for the City Planning Board 
bill and the multiple dwellings meas- 
ure which Mr. Harvey vigorously op- 
posed in their present form. 

Turning from opposition to advo- 
cacy, he put new life into the appar- 
ently defunct Queens sewer Dill, 
which would shift from his borough 
to the city at large the excess cost 
of the graft-ridden Jamaica. sewer. 


Harvey Stresses Menace to Boroughs. 


The Borough President made his 
appeal to the Sénate leader by em- 
phasizing not only the cause of 
borough autonomy, which he be- 
lieved was endangered by the of-, 
ficial city legislation, but also thé 
threat of Tammany gains. 

“These bilis,’’ he explained later, 
“would build up a super-Walkér 
government. Tammany is breaking 
up and going to pieces as the resi- 
dents of Manhattan move to other 
boroughs, but Tammany means ‘to 
keep its power. S now it would 
take over the old authority of the 
boroughs and concentrate it. in. the 
city-wide government, which it con- 
trols. 

“Under the sanitation bill, the city 

would .take over my 2,000 street 
cleaning employes and, in violation 
of the civil service law, they: could 
be removed, shifted or discharged 
Under the planning bill, they would 
take over my topographical buréau 
and under the multiple dwellings bill 
ay building department would be 
ost. 
“The commissioners at the heads 
of all these boards are slated for 
six-year terms. That means that the 
alker Government could be dead 
and buried, but his appointees would 
go on for ‘six years. 

Mr. Harvey said that another ob- 
jection to the bills and a corollary 
to the loss of borough autonomy was 
the probability that they would still 
further complicate the government. 

‘“‘We could get at graft and clean 
it:out in Queens where the depart- 
ments were only borough-wide, but 
what chance would we have against 
a — city-wide department?’’. he 
sa. 

Although most favorably — ** 
by the legislative leaders ‘to be 
with, the sanitation measure has | = 
gered so long in committee that 
doubts about its passage had already 
arisen when Mr. Harvey arrived 
here. His representation that the 
measure went too far in centring 
power in the commission and gave 
Tammany control of his 2,000 street 
cleaning employes is understood to 
have «been the final straw. The 
leaders now are said to believe that 
the City Municipal Assembly can 
take steps to carry out the main ob- 
jective of the proposal, the» modern- 
izing of sewage and refuse disposal. 


Raps Administrative Phase. 


Despite Mr. Harvey’s objections, 
the Planning Board is likely to. be 
approved, although ‘it will probably 
be amended to avoid some of his 
criticism by having on it a repre 
sentative of each borough., Although 
the multiple dwellings bill also is 
slated. for passage, there is a pos- 
sibility that it may be changed to 
provide for administration by bor- 
‘ough authorities. 

Mr. Harvey made plain that he 
was not opposed to the primary ob- 
‘ jective of the bills but to their ad- 
: ministrative features. 

He gave Senator Knight to under- 
stand also that he spoke for the 
other Borough Presidents as well as 
himself in many of his arguments. 
Their lips were sealed, he said, be- 
catse they were Democrats, but ‘they 
had pledged ‘him their aid.

Above every- 
thing, you esteem the integrity of his 
characterization, his total lack of 
theatrical assumptions and the bare 
ruggedness of his dialogue.
